At a conference held in Dec. it was resolved that I 
should write Mr. Kelly about vasnumber of matters, especially about 
lumber. It was suggested, in view of our long conference with 
him last summer, that he could arrange to take the Larger boys “and 
some extra help if necessary and secure a large lot of logs and 
have Mr. Brady saw them on shares, He writes me under daté of 
Jan. 20th as follows: "I suppose that you have learned of the Gov. 
Timber Agent has ordered Brady to close his Saw Mill. I saw the 
Agent, who said he would not interfere with the Mission Saw Mill 


unless he found them selling lumber. All our carpenter work is at

not cost any more to purchase fuel, coal, than it does to purchase 
lumber. We had a long conference with Mr. Kelly last summer and 
we thought we pumped him dry. This matter of timber and coal was 
all discussed, and if he warted coal for the building, I cannot 
understand why he did not make his wants known then. I expedt 

Mr. Kelly is over-worked, but how he can expect us to have a bird's 
eye view of the situation at Sitka, when he writes us so little, 
passes the comprehension of us all. Mr. Kelly adds that Mr. 
Mc.Leod writes that he can saw all the lumber they need. Can we 
trust Me.Leod with funds or anything else, and what have you to say 
about securing lumber from Hydah? What is the Timber Agent likely 
to say to that? I do not see how he can raise any objections, 

but who knows what they may do? Write me freely in regard to all
